But 
size andl strength aren't everything. And no 
ane knaws that better than 3°4° tall Warwick 
Ravis, who portavs the unlikely hero, 
Willow Ligood, in the new George 
Lucas,”Ron Howard film Hafan, 

As Wierwick is quick to point out, Willow 
may be small im stature but stands tall in 
character, courage and compassion, 

“Willow is an ordinary guy, a farmer, whi 
is thrust inte extracedinary clrcumetances,” 
he says. “I think he's a likeable charecter 





because (here's a litthe of him in all of us. 

“Actually, [can see a lot of me in him, 
too. First of all, he's short," he saya with a 
Hipgle. “But Willow is a magician and a 
fanner — a failing farmer, [ think. Magic is 
actually his hobby. He's a family kind of 
person. And any situation that comes up he 
can deal with in some way, He can face 
anythingt.” 

Warwick, himself, had to face numerous 
obstacles in finally winning the rele of Wil- 
low. He recalls the numerous auditions he 
went through in the beginning. 

“First of all, | received a phome call and 
wen dawn te Elstree Studios to meet Ron 


= 


and George, We sat and chatted forawhile. 
Then, J was called wp for an audition in 
London. [ went threugh sheut three or 
fowr auditiens in Landen for the part. 1 
then went to America and did readings 
with people who were auditioning for the 
part of Madmartigan. A week after that, 
George and Ron told re Thad the part. But 
think they were testing me with all those 
auditions, They were testing; my endu- 
rane! 

“Originally,” the 17 year old actor adds, 
“T heard that the character of Willove was 
supposed bo he about 40 years ald. So [ 
imagined Willow as this guy with little 
round glasses anda beard, I said, “How arn 
I going te play someone like that?" [ was 
imagining an older character but they 
actually reduced Willow's age so 1] could 
play him. But [ really didn't know much 
about the film in the auditions, | would 
only get pages of the script. First of all, [ 
thought that everykady in the film was 
played by little people. I didn’t think there 
would be any tall people in it. I get the 
cape scene first where the Nelwyns meet 
Madmartitan and then I realized there 
were Laller characters." 

Another aspect about the character of 
Willow that Warwick hid to face was play- 
ing. aomamied man with two children — 
something the young actor admits to hav 
ing ne exqperience in at this carly stage of his 
life. 





“Tt felt pretty 
oid, really,” he 
says with a 
smile, “Twas a 
hit worried 
aboutthat when 
we were doing 
it because | 
didn’t want te 
be unmconvin- 
cing. It was dit 
ficult to de that 
wien | haxkn’t 
really experi- 
enced it. [ sort 
of had to ima- 
gine that [was a dad. I hope it works and 
that the audience is convinced. The kids 
are really sweet. Ron and George spent a 
lot of time with the casting of the film to 
Betareally good cast and [think they dida 
ood job, especially with the children. You 
need a good cast and a good script to make 
a good movie and [ think Hine had 
both.” 

In the film, Willow teams up with the 
inlvertturcus rogue Madmartigan in order to 
deliver the baby, Elora Danan, to the king 
dom of TirAsleen. Off screen, Warwick Davis 
savs the camansderie between him and his 
coestior Vil Balmer was always there and was 


one of the highlights af working on the 
picture. 

‘Wal was great. He's really a nice puy, He 
wis always Messing about on the set, mak- 
ing me lauch. He would joke arcurid all the 
time, He was fun to work with. Half the 
time, he was wearing those womens’ clothes 
for the scenes. You know, in the file, Mad 
Martigan dresses up asa woman in onder to 
escape from the tavern. Divring all the 
wagon chase filming, he was wearing those 
clothes and had lipstick om, [was a bit wor- 
ried about hin al that time,” he says jok- 
ingly. “Tt was really gem! fun to work with 
him, though, He's got a great sense of 
hummer.” 

Warwick alse enjoyed watching the char- 
acters of Willow and Madmartigan grow to 
like each other on the sereen, 

“Tthink they developed a Goml fnendship 
by the end of the movie,” he states. 
“Throwehout the film, they sort of have a 
hushand,"wife relationship in the sense that 
Willow is always nagsting him. He's shout- 
ing ae him a bol but it's friendly shouting. In 
the last scene, they giv euch other a hand: 
shake and you get the feeling that they've 
become good friends.” 

The general feeling on the set of Wivon 
was friendship. Warwick relates that work- 
ing with the talents of Ron Howard and 
George Laces could have been intimidating 
but that both men made the cast and crew 
feel comfortable and relaxed, 

"Ren wie great! He's a bot like he was on 
Hanoy feys, He's very much like that, | 
think. He's a really dood director and 
because he was an actor he knows what an 
acbor does through and the kind of things.an 
actor feels. He listens to what you say, too. If 
| had an idea about something, [ would tell 
him and he would say, ‘Yeah, that’s good!’ 
There are a couple of shets in the film that 
actually thought of and they wed them, 1 
was quite excited about that. Ron really 
worked with me in rehearsal about the char- 
acterof Willow, and that's when the charac: 
ter really developed. Ron told oe, ‘He's a 
farmer and a ordinary kind of person. He's 
the kind of character that somebody in the 
audience would like to know." And that's 
what we tied to achieve with the character. 

“George was on the set quite a bit just 
overlooking everything and seeing how it 
was coming along,” he continues. "He 
would do things like checking the matte 
paintings and so forth for Ron, since he 
couldn't do everything because he was 
directing. Gne day when George was there 
we had a water fight,” he recalls laughing. 
“Th was on a wet set so | was soaking anyway 
but Geonge wasdry — he ended up wetas well, 
howewer. He was on the set quite a bit, 
theugh, and T would chat with him about 
different thangs." 


One element that Hiffow is certainly mot 
lacking in is action, The movie is filled with 
exciting battles and fast paced adventure. 
Although there were a considerable amount 
af stuntmen for the action scenes, Warwick 
was still involved in many of the action 
sequences, which he enjowad tremendously. 

“L really liked the action in the movie,” he 
says. “T would say to Rom, “When am | going 
to do my next bit of fighting?’ | enjoyed 
doing the wagon chase because that was all 
action. I didn't like the horses mich, 
though, | had ridden my sister's horse a bit 
before the film but [wasn't too happy when 
it ran off dawn the mad with me! Weeks 
before the filming of Mifew started, | had to 
take riding lessons everday. But the horses 
were very good and all the truiners and 
stuntmen were really helpful.” 

One of the scenes in the film that was as 
exciting to shont as it was to watch was the 
snow sled sequence involving Willow, 
Madmartigan and the baby, 

“We had this expert skier who was skiing 
hackwards with a camera while we were 
being pulled dewn the hill by another skier 
going the speed that it looks,” Warwick 
explains, “We were going pretty fast! We 
also did seme shols where the camera was 
sort of camped onto the front of the sled 
with the skier pulling us. Each time we did 
it, it was snowing pretty hard. [yermember as 
we were sledding down the mountain pretty 
fast, | saw this hill ahead of us and thought, 
‘Oh, that's a shallow hill, this will be easy.’ 
We were going about 20 mph, Val and [were 
acting away and looking seared and sud- 
denly the skier pulling us-dropped down this 
hill between all these rocks and from then 
an we weren't acting anyovore! [ was teni- 
fied,” he says with a laugh, “We were shoat- 
ing down this hill, hitting all these bumps, 
and ended upon this frozen lake at the bot- 
tom. We hal to de that twelve times! Iwasa 
merous wreck at 
the end of that, it 
was very Mnghten- 
ing, There was also 
game tricky stult 
where [ had to 
steer the sled on 
my own as [ come 
crashing throwéh 
the door ofa house. 
Looking back on 
all of that, though, 
it was. quite fun.”

have to be chore thitt 
nobody really wants te 
do.

“There's a lot of rain 
in this film and | was 
wet a lot,” he remem- 
bers. “In the queen's 
tower, at the climax of 
thie film, they had this 
steam coming aut of 
the floor and everytime 
wi did a scene they 
would say, “Start the 
min! After a week of 
that it sort of gets to 
WOLL = PASCUNLESAS Ln ra 
soaking wel all day. 
The stuff we did in New #ealanc was also 
hard because ib was very oold. 

“Actually,” he continues, “the worst 
thing I did was a rain sceme in the camp. [ 
fot wet and cold and I remember that well, 
We were shooting at night, We were in 
Wales at this slate quarry which was sup- 
posed to be the Nechrnaar castle. [bt was WEEY 
different shooting at might. | had been 
asleep in mv caravan and they said, “We 
need this shot.” | got wp and did it but I can 
hardly remember the scene because | was 
half asleep when | did that shot! So when 
people watch the film, there will be this 
night shot outside the tent and you'll see me 
with these glazed eyes, half asleep!” 

Along with all the physical problems of 
sheoting Hiifow, Warwick's true acting abil- 
ities were tested in his scenes with the 4 
inch Brownies. In the Star Hers saga, the 
actors had to react te ships and creatures, 
but would later be added with a technique 
called blue screening. This was also the cause 
in Hilfow, except for the Brownies: two 
characters shat entirely 
in post-production. Fa 
cause of this, Warwick 
and the other actors 
had fo trv and relate 
and work with two 
achors thal were never 
really there. 

“When we were doing 
the scenes with the 
Brownies, they would 
line up the shot with 
these littl: dolls andl 
then take them away 
when we shot and | 
would have to act with 
nothing. really. Some 
af the scenes, | would

nothing up. itowas quite difficult to de the 
scenes with the Brownies. Some of the 
scenes | would hive something like five pie- 
ces of invisible thread attached to me so they 
would be pulling bits of my clothing as if 
they were climbing on me. It was really 
amazing. [ went to America to de some) of 
the effects stull and blue screen work and | 
met ane ofthe actors plaving the Brownies 
then and he was about 6 feet tall! [t was 
really weird to meet them when vou knoe in 
the film theyre only doing te be O inches 
ball. 

Finding & inch tall peaple to play the 
Brownies was easy: they simply took regular 
size actors.and had ILM shrink them te their 
desired height, But that wasn't possible for 
the Nelwyns. The producers of Hiten found 
themselves scouring Europe in order te find 
enough little peaple to populate the Melvyn 
village. One of the mast memorable expe- 
fences for Warwick Davis was the day they 
used over 200 litth: people for the Nelwyn 
fair sequence, 


hts amacing what's happened to me," says Warwick Davis, “1 dont think | would have 
cven become an acter if 1 hadnt been small,” 


“It was incredible," 
he says enthusiastical- 
ly. “LT clidn't realize that 
there were so many 
small people around 
the world. There were 
200 people on the set 
that day and they were 
all from different coun- 
tries, Tk was very chao 
tic because of the 
language problerns, The 
assistant director had 
bo get afew translators 
int be bry and direct eve- 
tbody, But ik was 
really a great dav! We 
did one take arid ib 
must ve lasted five min- 
utes. It's a wide shot of 
Willow doing magic on 
the stage and everyone was dancing and so 
on. About three minutes inte it, you oould 
really ect inte itand you really believed you 
were there in the Nelwyn village." 

In the film industry, litthe peaple have 
newer tained very well, They have usually 
been relegated to roles as circus freaks or 
haw: been so made-up that they become 
unrecognizable. Yet, with Hiven, a mile. 
stone has at last been reached. Now, for the 
first time, we cam see little people as they 
really are — just like evenseyne else. But, for 
Warwick Davis, are there any advantages, 
or disadvantages, to being shorter in sta- 
tune? 

He pauses, then grins, “Well, before [was

asked questions because they were afraid 
they would be rude! I think it's more of an 
advantage than a disadvantapie, really, You 
can sort of trick people in se many ways! It's 
funny! But I don't mind being small, You 
doen't think that vou're any different.

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Tucker: The Man & His Dream

Vs been ssid on more than one occasion 
that the upooming Locasfilm production of 
Tucker: The Man & Ais Dream is a story 
very aimilar in style and theme to one that direc: 
tor Frank Capra might have done. This George 
Lacas-prodaced and Francis Coppola-directed 
fll is about the late Preston Tucker, an inniova- 
tive cardesigner, and bis fight against the estab: 
lished car manulaeturers of the 1440's to bring a 
new top-oFtheline car te the American public. 
In addition, Pocket Fools will be publishing 
the novelization of the film which is veritten ry 
Robert Tine, who has also authored other movie 
tie-ins such as Aepenty Affi Cop Jf and Foot- 
foose, But of all of Robert's novelizations it was 
his work on Fincher: The Aire a As Drea that 
was ost enjoyable due largely bo the feet Chat [it 
Was. most Interesting, Recently, The Lucasfilm 
Fan Club contacted author Robert Tine at his 
home in Rome, Maly to chat with him about his 
work on what he calls an American fable. 


Rabert, how were you approached te write the 
Tuober novelizatinn? 

| had dome work for Pocket Books before. [ have 
alse hada great amateur interest in automobiles, 
so 1 was a logical choice. The funny thing is that 
Pm mot mechanically gifted, [ den't even drive. 
But Tve always bowed old automobiles, more as 
objects than as a means of transportation, For 
years and years, when | was younger, | just lived 
for od cars. | knew the Tucker story and [ was 
sumrised that they were making a mevie outer it. 
I wasn't terribly familiar with the business side. 
As the story unfolds, you get heavily invelved in 
the allegations of Irawd, etc. But | did know quite 
alot about the automobile itself, [ remember it 
viddly from books | had when [ was younger, I 
knew that Tucker had been a visionary genius, 
and [ knew that be had been put out of business 
by forces anranged against him, Hai D really didn't 
knew the ins.and outs. So it was ver cntertain- 
ing and informative to read the script. [twas fun, 
[ enjoyed it. 


Did you hawe any problem with the period 
dialogue for the book? 


Oddly eneuch, no, because it was very well done 
in the script ielf and | am researching a novel 
right now which take place in the same time 
period. So | had already been involved in that 
period. The slang really wasn't that hard to deal 
with, Phas, if [ever ran inte something [didn't 
know, I'd just call wp my father or mother who 
were in their 20's then and they remember it all 
vividly. 

How would you describe the Tucker ston? 


Iwas thinking of it along the lines of Mister 
Smith goes ta Detroit. It isa hindsight caution- 
ary tale, [think that if people had listened to 
Tucker in the 4's, automobiles as we krieew them 
maa would be different. He was quite am aston 
ishing character and the story itself is pretty 
amazing. Chverall, il's almost an American fable as 
well as being a cautionary tale. A bone inventor 
with a dedicated crew builds a much betber mode 
of trivel in his garage and in the end is thwarted 
by the powers that be, You could justify why they 
were Going it, but it was unenlightened self 
interest which drove the characters in the wrong 
to put Tucker oul of business. There's a particu- 
larly nasty man in it whe is only interested in 
what he can det owt of Detroit by destroying 
Tucker.

underpaid, awerworked and dedicated engineers. 
Iiwas a really fine American shory that lent itself 
to being made into a book or a movie. Its an

Would you have liked to have known Preston 
Tucker? 


Yes, |woukive liked to have known him. He was 
probably the last great car man. He was part of 
the tradition of Henry Ford and the Dodge 
Brothers, They thought they were doing same- 
thing that would make the world a better place. 
He was sort of ome of the last inventors, You 
know, loday we have the computer wizards, but 
they're nok as interesting or as colorful as that 
crowd back then = peaple who grew up with the 
American iron, as it was called, workingf in 
Betroit and building an industry. 


Ted you create & personality for the car in the 
hook? 


The car actually sort of assumes Tucker's person- 
ality, The caris idiesyncratic and as Ineanaclastic 
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as the main character himself, [ don't kre if 
you've ever seen a Tucker, but theyre astonish: 
inat looking: aulemobles. You could almost say 
that it would have character on its own just sit- 
ting there. [t doesn't look like wut average [45 
automobile. You do root for the car because 
Tucker makes such a good case for what he was 
doing that you can't help but say, “Gosh, [ wish 
they had put the Tucker inte production because 
[would Lowe to have owned one.” The car really 
does assume a personality of its own and it does 
carry the film at that point.

The other thing that worried me somewhat 
was Willow's children. | knew Wilkow was 
about 3'4° tall and | knew that my hwo year 
old chikiten were almost that tall, So 1 wasn't 
sure how affectively we would be able to cast 
these roles.

One of the things that people have com- 
mented on was the baby you used to play 
Elora Danan. How did you get the baby to 
make some of those wonderful facial expred- 
sions? 


The baby was actually played by two twins 
and they were very expressive babies. Some 
children at a very early age are extremely 
expressive. These bables were and we were 
able to see that. We did auditions for the baby 
— jt was all very traditional, One of the things 
that all parents know but most people don't 
wen think abet is that bakes are extremely 
expressive and they mallyde coxmmunscabe ar 
Amazing range of emotional reactions when 
you have time bo et and study them. In most 
movies, there isn't the screen time aimven fo 
the children so you don't get to know thea at 
people. In MiMow, we had so many opportun- 
ities to zene in and do close shots of the baby,

Tt waa very much like other relationships that 
Tee had with producers and executive pro- 
ducers except that it was Georde's story so in 
addition ta having him on the set and having 
him there to éort of keep the production 
Going and to offer 
crealive ides, il 
was a little bit 
like having a ‘a1- 
ter around all the 
time. Bob Drel- 
man, the wober, 
was not able to 
be on-location 
the entire time.

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How did you come up with the look of some of 
the characters in this film? 


One of the things that we were doing for with the 
look of the movie was to blend a lat of cultural 
ideas inte something that would seem fairly 
familiar but pet book 8 little different. We had the 
illustrators from ILM do character work-ups on 
really everyone from the fairies and Cherlindrea 
through Madmartigan and Willow, Aael, Bav- 
morda, the Death Dogs and so on. And Geonge 
also brought ina couple of luatratars who aren't 
normal ILM designers: Mobius and Chris Akilins. 
Mobius actually came up with the Mexbimartigan 
design and we altered it very litte. We described 
the character, we said we wanted him to be 
unusual and mentioned a few cultures we 
thought might be interesting: to dan upon. And 
he came back with this lustration that was really 
stunning te look at and we went with it. Chris 
Akiliog came up with the General Kael mask and 
the Bavinerda book including the mummy wrap 
pings under her robe. He also came up with the 
Sorsha look. Kael’s face is really. a parwertul mask 
and fortunately the actor wher played him, Pat 
Reach, carted itoff witha great deal of presence. 


What did you find mast enjoyable about working 
on this picture? 


Probably the Nelwyn sequence including the fes- 
tival. That was pretty interesting. But [think the 
thing | got the biggest kick oul of was probably 
all the filming we did in Mew Zealand, We were in 
the mountains — we had to helicopter to our 
location. [twas extremely rugged, vers much like 
a westem except we haal these great ewordfights 
and chases and action sequences going on that 
werent like western sequences. at all, Sort wast 
boring but it kind of had that Mavor of really 
rugded filmmaking. 


Deo you prefer shooting on-lncation as oppased to 
shorting on a soundstage? 


[do prefer shooting on-location, | create a little 
torture for myself but [ really like being an-loca- 
tion and it’s one of the things [ really wanted to 
see us doas much as possible with Wiffon, Very 
litthe of itis really shot on the set. We did doa lot 
on the backlot at Elstree Studios where we built 
the castles but still we were aut in the neal 
weather and we did a tremendous amount out- 


side. The Cherlindrea sequence was mostly done 
in the woods at naghl in Northern California 
among real mdwond trees. Sa our film really 
doesn't have that sort of stvlized, theatrical look 
that some fantasies bend te take on. Amd that was

Make may not haw knew arrything 
about automobiles befor working on Tucker, but 
by the end of filming he understood everthing 
about a Tucker's engine, thanks in great part to 
the Tucker mecharis on the set, Make enjoyed 
Betting away from what he called “apentevillain” 
roles to play Jimmie. “He was well-educated with 
a mechanical engineering degree. He hex 
designed an airplane engine in the 30's ane 


worked as a racing consultant, Ae was really 
involwed in his work.” 

Make was bon in Robe, Japan and maved to 
the United States during the same peril in 
which the film takes place. He has appeared in 
many TW series such as/ Soe.

Make 
received an Academy fawand nomination for his 
role in Te Sead Pebbles, and has most recently 
acted in the two Core films.

Of all the cast, Frederick Poorest hot worked 
with Francis Coppola the most, He's played major 
roles in most of Copeola’s films including Tae 
Canvenaton, Apecdipase Now and Ore Pron 
The Heart. Of his relationalup with Coppola, Fore 
rest cays: “If [ was going to be mareuned on an 
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island somewher, Id rather be with Fran- 
cis than anybody, because | krerw he'd have a 
plan, and I'd be going for it.” 

Arid just who is this man Frederick Forrest 
would like to be marooned with, and wham the 
rest of the cast of Tacter speak so highly at? 
Francis Coppola was bom in the Penry Ford 
Heepital in Detroit, Michigan, where his father, 
Carmine was the assistant conductor for The 
Ford Sunday Evening Mow, a nationally 
broadeast weekly radio concert sponsored by 
Henry Ford. Thus his parents gave their second 
sa thee middle name af Ford, However, it was nat 
to be the inventor of the Fond autarnabile wha 
captured the life-long attention of Francais, but a 
maverick upsiart named Preston Tacker. “From 
the first time he saw one, le never lost interest in 
the Tucker car,” says Carmine Cappala. 

Long after the Tucker Corporation had been 
pul cul of business, the stony of Preston 
Tucker and his beauti- 
ful car continued to 
haunt Coppola. He 
began his research in 
1954 while studying 
drama at Hofstra Uni- 
versity, “DT wen bo the 
New York Public 
Library and examined 
the file an Presten 
Tucker hoping to pick 
up some material on 
the real story to wse im 
a possible theatre pro- 
ject [was thinking af. 
There was wer little 
information in the 
file,” save Coppola. 
“The idea stayed with 
me, and wherever a 
museum would have a 
Tucker caron display [ 
would hurry there to 
see how it measured up 
to my childhood im- 
pressicas.” 

The Tucker always 
did measure up, and 
when Coppola became 
a merion picture direc- 
tor, he put a meavie 
about the Tucker story 
hich am his list of 
priorities. Higher still 
was the dream of oven 
ing one of the rare cars 
= Adream that became 
a reality in 1974, and 
then again in 1340. Coppola's first Tucker 
became the “star” af the film, as the protetype 
“Tin Goose,” 

Tucker: The Man And His Dream expresses 
the universality of the creative struditle and 
in many ways reflects the filmmakers’ own 
stories. “The dreamer has the ability to conm- 
tinue dreaming even after a dream has heen 
deferred, delayed oy impeded,” remarks 
George Lucas. “Certain dreamers have the 
ability not te be stopped from dreaming mo 
matter what. Although Tucker was prevented 
fram building his cars, nobody could take 
away his dream.” Bo

CREATING THE MAGIC OF WILLOW 


By John S. Davis 


hen Georgte Lucas first thought 

of making Hiicw, he realized at 

that time, some ten to bweblye 
years agto, that the special effects tech- 
nology was. nowhere mear advanced 
enough to bring a complex fantasy film 
like Mito to life, Since that time, film: 
makers have tried to capture the flavor and 
style of high fantasy on film with little and 
evert dismal results. "I think there alot of 
fans out there who would embrace this 
tyne of film if it were done successfully,” 
save Jiseciale Producer Joe Johneton. 
“Recently, it hasnt heen dane well, [t's 
been tried mary times. but it’s always Kind 
of missed the boat. [think we're going to 
see a big fan response for iio, 
Prior to Hivfow's release, the teaming 
of Lucas and Ron Howard brought 
with it agreat deal ofexcitement and 
high expectations laced with a cer- 
tain amount of caution. Would this 
new entry inte the fantasy genre 
rejuvenate this type of film or cast it 
inke oblivien? 

With some films, the effects don't 
have to be perfect or even very good 
for that matter to be successful at the 
box office, As long as all the major 
elements — aching, story and direc- 
tion — are well dene, any flaws in the 
eHects work can be overlooked. But 
as Dennis Muren, one of the effects super: 
visors on Mie realized even upon read- 
ing the seript, the special effects would 
either make or break the film. 

“Tt looked like an incredibly difficult 
special effects film,” states Muren. “Oneot 
tie bigpest things was the Brownies who 
are literally throughout the entire film. 
Theyre in $0 many scenes that it becomes 
quite difficult to try and make them look 
like they are really in the scenes — and 
doing them with real people, rot dolls or 
anything like that. I think the Brownies 
have @ot to work if the film is doing to 
work because these two characters are 
special effects all the way through.” 

Yet how does a director work with bw 
actors whe are shot entirely in post-pro- 
duction and never interact with the other 
actors in the film? Basically, the effects 
team told Ron Howard to be as free with 






















them as if they were actually there, “In 
other words,” says Muren, “don’t feel very 
much constraint when directing to sort af 
keep them on one side of the frame and 
not cross over lo where the actors are. Do 
what you would want to do if they were 
really there. The technique that was used 
to put them in the film was something 
that [ developed for the shot in The 
Ernie Strikes Back where you're fying 
along with the ice fields, you tilt down and 
see the Tauntaun running across the 
snow. That was the first time that was 
used. [fs an approach where you phote- 
graph the object you want to pul in a 
sceme and you photograch it full frame, 
you don't shoot it real small like it’s in the 
scene, We were shooting the Brownies 
very big in the fume, full size, while 
they're walking on treadmills or something 
and theyre reacting to what's going on, 





But we're not making them real tiny 
yet. We're making them real bie so 
we have a dood image, Then that 
film is rephoteraphed. And when 
it’s rephotodraphed, it's matched ta 
fit into the background scene that was 
shot in England. That can be done by one 
person. John Knell is using that technique 
on this.film, And because the camera's pan- 
ning or tilting and the Brownies are 2up- 
posed to be walking on the ground they 
need to be positioned every single frame of 
the film te be matched with the ground 
they're supposed to be walking on. [t's a 
hime comsuming process, but with just 
one person doing it, it's not very expen- 
sive.” 

Another technique used to integrate 
the Brownies move realistically into the 
achen was the greater use of moving 
plates instead of static plates, which are 
usually establishing shots, “We tried to cin 
a Jet of moving plates,” notes Johnston. 
“Instead of just static backgrounds, which 
is usually the way it's dome, we did alot of 
moving plates with panning and dollying, 





I think the effect 
will be that the Braver 
nies are really in the 
scenes instead of just 
being stuck on. A let 
of times in pictures 
like this, when you're 
adding an effect in 
post-production, it 
always goes into a 
static plate. And nao 
matter how fast the 
action sequence is it 
always kind of shows it 
down when you have 
ta cut to a plate with 
an effect in it because 
you know it gives it 
away as an effect. We 
did a lot of camera moves and tied to keep 
the visual stvle consistent with the live 
ection.” 

Johnsten acknowledges this type af 
work has been done before. “I don’t think 
it's ever heen done quite to this degree. | 
doen't know if it's ever been done this ambi- 
tioushy. It's essentially shooting full-sized 
peanle and reducing them to look like little 
peome in ascene, We put them into scenes 
that are not blocked eff, that aren't static, 
We put them into moving backgrounds.” 

However, net all the shots of the Brow- 
nies were done against a blue screen and 
carefulhy matched up with the rest of the 
film footage, Extra large sets were used in 
some instances, such as the wagon chase 
sequence. “That wasn't done very atten, 
hut a few times.” says Muren. “The Brow- 
nies are usually with people and the stuff 
was designed so most af the time you saw 
them with people and they were really 
relating to the people. They weren't just 
over to the side, they were right there with 
the person. A normal sised person is maybe 
Picking up a Brownie by the beck of the 
Brownie's coat and putting him in his 
pocket or the Brownie’s in the tap of a 
handbag Willow's carying with him and 
the saddlebag of alhorse. When alot of this 
miniature work is done they sort of keep 
the miniature peaple off te the leftor to the 
night and they don't really touch each 
other very often.” 

Since Hilow is such a different looking 
film than other movies heavy with effects, 
how would Mluren compare it to the variety 
of other projects ILM has worked on? 
“Theres no comparison at all. They're 
entirely different. In this show we're deal- 
ing with real settings for backgrounds and 
that stuff is always difficult to do. In the 
Star Mines films a lot of what we did was

create the entire environment. So they're 
two entirely different kinds of effects films.” 

Hillow also incorporates a greater variety 
of effects than mast files: frorn tried ard 
tre matte paintings to state of the art 
Image processing, 

Atone time, stop-metion animation, the 
tedious process of sheating a series of sin- 
fle shots of a creature which is moved a 
éroall amount between each shot, was cast 
aside for the newer cormpuberscontralled 
technique of dometion, which uses rods at- 
tached to the creature to create smoother 
movermertls nol possible with stop-motion. 
Once the armature or skeleton for the crea- 
ture is made and its bexly sculpted from 
clay, a mold is made and filled with a flesh- 
like foam called schran. Then all the trim- 
mings such as eyes and textunng are added 
io create and breathe life into a two-headed 
monster unlike anything seen before, 

"We also had talking animals in this,” 
states Muren, “They tried it with puppets 
but it didi't work, So we cartooned-in just 
the mouth and mitted that inte the the real 
animal. It worked amazingly better than 
anyone expected. Mast of the work was 
dene by a company called Available Light 
in Los Angeles and they're a real good ani- 
mation house. We were just ten booked up 
here between Hlfon and iio Froaned 
Roger Rabb that we couldn't handle that 
in our own animation department.” 

Most ofthe typeofeffects work in Halton 
has been dene te some degree before, but 
there was one seguence which Muren 
admits has never been done at [LM "We've 
fot a sequence that's image processed. 
There's a tire in the flim where Fin Raxiel 
changes in a span of about thirty seconds 
from a goat into an ostrich, a peacock, a 
turtle, a tiger and then into herself, Ard 
that’s a big thing. We've never dome arvy- 
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thing like that and ! 
don't think anybody 
else really has either. Tt 
was done in a series of 
four shots. It wasn't 
treated like most of the 
transformations that 
have been done for 
other films or dene in 
clase-ups. What we did 
in this was essentially 
cleviragt thee thocrig? arn guest 
four shots and they're 
pretty much all long 
shots where vou just 
see the transformation 
happening,” 

In addition te the 
transformations of Fin 
Raziel, the go-motion of the Ebersisk 
and the intepration of the Brownies 
with the live action there is another 
major sequence unlike anything else in 
the film — Willow's meeting with the 
Fairy Queen Cherlindrea. “At that point 
in the story, Willow doesn't know 
what's going on or how he's related to 
events happening arcund him in the 
movie. So the queen of the fairies comes 
down and sort of gives him a mission ard 
tells him what he needs to do and that he 
is a special character in what's foing on at 
that moment. The sequence involves a 
dream-like, smoke-like fairy queen that 
floats through the air and talks to Willow 
and radiates lithe glowing lights. [t's a 
very Mapical sequence.” 

In order te create her Glowing translu- 
cent and fluid-like appearance, ILM over- 
exposed the film four stops and attached 
a diffusion filter an the camera lens. 
Cherlindrea hangs in place, suspended 
from wires as the camera, mounted on a 
tulip crane, is pushed im various direc- 
tions by grips. Then shoot the film at 
forty-eight rather than the normal 
twenty-four frames per second ard add a 
few fans and the effect is complete — 
Cherlindres. 

Hivtew will undoubtedly be con- 
sidered one of the most complex two 
hours of effects work to hit theaters in a 
long time. 

“We've made some effort to come up 
with some scenes that, hopefully, people 
havent seen before,” Muren concludes. "T 
try to do that in evervthing T work on. 
When you see the Brownies youre mot 
Hoing to think, “Oh, well, "ve seen little 
people before.” Hopefully, you're poing ta 
be so surprised by how real they are you're 
main to be stunned by them." 
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
